TOURIST’S CAMP—LAKE COTTAGES 


WESTLAKES’ WHITE CITY TOURISTS CAMP 

Nestled in the hills over-looking beautiful Seneca Lake opposite the South 
entrance of the Watkins Glen State Park is the well-known White City tourists’ 
camp. The 50 furnished cottages range in capacity from two to twelve people, 
forming a village in itself. A mecca for tourists visiting Watkins Glen. The 
cottages are equipped with natural gas for heating and cooking. The camp 
has a general store where one may buy groceries, etc. A log cabin recreation 
building and good music is furnished for those who care to dance. Chicken, 
steak and trout dinners are served in the large dining room. In a portion of 
this White City is found one of the finest swimming pools and bath houses in 
the Southern Tier. Archery and double tennis courts provide fun for young and 
old. Ponies and saddle horses keep the children interested. In the camp’s free 
historical museum one finds a collection of articles of interest to tourists. In 
fact, the management has left nothing undone for the comforts and conven¬ 
iences of its patrons. | 



B. F. Westlake, who is the managing owner of this camp is probably one of the few men who can boast of building a complete 
village. In building this White City our records show that we sold Mr. Westlake 20 cars of lumber; 3 cars of cement; 2 cars of roof¬ 
ing; one car of insulating board; one car of galvanized pipe and fittings and soil pipe and fittings; one car of building blocks; one car 
of plumbing ware; one car of doors, windows, electrical supplies and other items used in building. This makes a total of 30 cars, a 
train load of material. There must have been reasons for our being able to furnish the material for this complete village — and the 
reasons are simply these — good merchandise at the right prices. 

THE WIGWAMS 

The photograph on this page shows a few of the Wigwams that make up 
this tourists’ camp. These wigwams or overnight cottages are located about a 
half mile from Montour Falls on the Watkins-Elmira road. This site has a bit 
of historical importance. In the year 1779, an old Indian village nestled con- 
tently between the two green hills that form the valley in which this camp is 
located. Queen Catherine Montour, a one-time Indian princess held the tiny 
settlement in her power. One warm August evening during that year she was 
executed and, according to historians she was buried about forty rods from 
this camp. In building this type of structure C. M. Corson, the owner, has 
brought about something new in tourist camp architecture. We know of no 
other tourist camp in the state that is so singular in design. The cottages are 
large and roomy. Running water makes them modern in every respect. They 
are conveniently located about four miles from Watkins Glen. The buildings 
are made throughout of wood; and high quality material is used throughout. 
Each cabin is insulated with our Inso-board which keeps out the heat. The side 
walls are painted in red and touched with aluminum here and there to give the 
effect of the old Indian wigwams. The roofs are covered with a red color-blend 
asphalt shingle. Several carloads of our building materials were used in con¬ 
structing this camp. 

HECTOR FALLS CAMP 

This photograph shows the filling station of the Hector Falls camp. In back 
of this filling station, down over the hill and among the pine trees one finds 
a group of overnight cabins. Three or four rods below these cottages is the 
beautiful Seneca Lake. To the north is Hector Falls, one of the beauty spots 
of the Finger Lakes Region. Right after the Revolutionary War, Hector Falls 
was used in providing water power for the various factories that were located 
there at that time. This camp is located three miles from Watkins Glen on the 
Watkins-Lodi road along the lake. The large pine trees, the lake and falls 
probably make it very cool in summer. In building this gasoline station and 
overnight cottages our high quality material was used throughout. In framing 
and sheathing for the gas station our first quality western Hemlock was used. 

The side walls are covered with wide 10" cedar bungalow siding. The roof is 
covered with Colonial asphalt shingles. The interior walls are covered with 
Best Wall gypsum board. First quality western Hemlock framing was used in 
building the overnight cottages. Clear novelty siding was used for the side 
wall. Colonial asphalt shingles for the roof. All of the buildings have clear 
Fir flooring. They are painted white and trimmed in green. Here is another 
camp owner that saved by getting his complete camp from us. 





LAKE COTTAGES 

This photograph shows one of the many cottages, the materials for which 
were furnished throughout by us. This cottage is located on Kayutah Lake, 
four miles from Odessa and is the summer home of G. T. Jarvis, Elmira, N. Y. 
In constructing this cottage, our western Hemlock framing was used. The side 
walls are covered with clear novelty siding. The roof is covered with our best 
wood shingles. Both floors are covered with clear Fir flooring. The window 
frames are of weather proof construction and are made of clear Idaho Pine. 
The windows are the three over one design that look well on lake cottages. 
The inside walls are covered with Inso-board for insulation. In the living room 
one finds a fireplace built around our Heatilator unit. The porch on the right 
as we look at the photograph faces the lake front. During every spring and 
summer, people from all localities come to our yards to buy their cottage 
materials. They are convinced that they can save money by purchasing their 
complete cottage from us.

The flooring is beautiful, selected Oak, and the 
interior trim is clear Chestnut, back band design. The inside doors on 
the first floor are made of solid Chestnut, in the new one panel design, 
and are in perfect harmony with the rest of the interior. The second 
floor doors are Fir stained in oak. The lighting fixtures throughout are 
finished in old brass with champagne glass. The bathroom consists of 
a five foot recess tub, a closet combination and a modern pedestal lava¬ 
tory. In the kitchen one finds a single drain board sink with top spout, 
mixing faucet. All the fixtures are equipped with chromium plated fit¬ 
tings. It is heated with our Superior Odessa Pipe Furnace. The roof 
is covered with our Speedlay shingles.

The interior walls are 
plastered, two coats on gypsum lath and have a smooth white finish. 
The flooring is beautiful selected Oak. The interior trim on the first 
floor is Oak and on the second floor is Yellow Pine, both in the back 
band design. The doors on the first floor are made of solid Chestnut 
in the one panel design; second floor doors are made of clear Fir in 
the two panel design. All trim on the first floor is varnished with clear 
varnish and all trim on the second floor is painted with highest quality 
enamel. The lighting fixtures throughout are finished in old brass with 
shaded lamps. The bathroom consists of a five-foot leg tub, a round 
wall lavatory, and a syphon wash-down closet combination. The 
kitchen has a single drain board sink with apron. All fixtures are 
equipped with chromium plated fittings. This home is heated with our 
Superior Odessa Furnace.

The kitchen has a single drain board apron sink 
that has an 8" back, an 8" apron and is 8" deep. All fittings on the 
enamelware are made of genuine brass and plated with non-tarnishing 
chromium. It is heated with our hot water heating system. The roof 
is covered with 4 in 1 Asphalt shingles. A home that will improve in 
real estate value for the next seven years.

Waterproofing and Damp Proofing Materials 


WATER PROOFING 
PASTE 

This material is used on 
all types of construction 
involving concrete, such 
as foundations, base¬ 
ments, reservoirs, roofs, 
walls, tanks, etc. It is a 
liquid paste that is mixed 
with the concrete or ce¬ 
ment mortar. The water¬ 
proofing is added to the 
dry aggregate in the mix¬ 
er before adding water.

There is no change in the method of mixing the 
materials used, or their proportions, or the

The above illustration shows 
the method of waterproofing basements, after 
the foundations and floors are in.

known as the cement plaster method When 
pouring new concrete, the “Waterproof Mass 
Concrete” method is used.

TODAY’S EQUIPMENT 

The picture on the right shows you 
the fifteen trucks which we have to 
serve you today. In 1932 these fifteen 
trucks traveled approximately 375,000 
miles, burning 46,875 gallons of gaso¬ 
line, or nearly five carloads. The 
state and federal tax on this gas was 
approximately $1,875.00, and the 
license fees for these trucks for 1933 
are approximately $1,100.00, or a 
total of approximately $4,000 in taxes. 
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VIEW OF PLANT AT BOTTOM 

The picture on the left shows you 
in the foreground a birdseye view of 
our plant today. Practically all the 
buildings there were on this little 
plateau in the village of Odessa in 
1928 were the milk station and the 
railroad station as shown in the pic¬ 
ture, and one old building in the 
background which was practically a 
wreck. The ground on which we lo¬ 
cated our plant was an old gravel 
bank which we leveled down. The 
buildings shown in this picture con¬ 
tain about 70,000 square feet of floor 
space and take approximately 40,000 
square feet of roof to cover them. 
This floor space would make a build¬ 
ing nearly 25 feet wide by nearly a 
half mile long. Our average stock of 
merchandise is approximately 100 
carloads at Odessa. In addition to 
this, at our sawmills we carry ap¬ 
proximately 350 carloads of hardwood 
lumber. 

If you will compare this picture 
with the one we showed you in the 
same space last year, you will note 
that several buildings have been 
added to our plant since last year.
